Young Men Must Get Jobs, 
Enlist or Go to Jail Is 
Ultimatum Handed Down 
by Judge George E. John 


„Idle young men, without visible 
means of support, must either enlist, 
work or go to the stockade if they 
can give no good exouse for being idle,” 
said Recorder George E. Johnson last 
night. . 

This edict of the recorder followed 
an order issued by Chief of Police 
Beavers, calling upon policemen and 
detectives to round up all hoboes, loi- 
terers and panhandlers and bring them 
into the police court. By way of start- 
ing the campaign, three young men 
were arrested Tuesday and fined $15 
each. The men were first offenders 
and, therefore, only a minimum fine 
was imposed upon them. 

Starting bright and early this morn- 
ing the city will be combed by the po- 


lice department in a search for the so- 


cial parasites whose aim in life is to 
live without working. Pool room 
loiterers, idlers at railway stations and 
barber shop loafers will find them- 
selves in the dragnet of the police and 
unless they can show good reason for 
being idle Recorder Johnson will give 
them something to do. 


Werk or Ge to Jail. 
The recorder says that very often 


when these vagrants are brought be- 


fore him they show a change of heart 
and a willingness to work. In such 
cases, he says, he can usually telephone 
to some manufacturer and get a job 
for them without delay. Where they

“DEW BOYS” SECURE 


~ BIG SUGAR SUPPLY 


One Hundred Thousand 
Pounds Have Been Sold 
for Making of Moonshine | 
‘Liquor—The Government 
Seizes 10,000 Pounds. 


The “dew boys” of the north Georgia 
mountains have accounted for 100,000 
pounds of Georgia’s sugar supply, ac- 
cording to announcement Tuesday by 
Major D. F. MoClatchey, executive See- 
retary of the Georgia food administra- 
tion. 

Major McClatchey also announced 
that 10,000 pounds of this sugar has 
been recovered and seized, and a num- 
ber of merchants in the neighborhood 
of Greenville and Dawsonville have 
been notified that che further sale of 
sugar by them to moonshiners will re- 
sult in prosecutions and in cutting off 
their supply of everything from whole- 
salers. 


The investigation which resulted in 
the disclosure that more than 100,000 
pounds of sugar have been sold to man- 
ufacturers of contraband liquor in 
north Georgia in the last sixty days 
or less, was conducted by John E. Tal- 
madge, representative of the Athens 


grocers in the food administration, and streets 


others, under the direction of Dr. A. M. 
Soule, food administrator for Georgia. 


Sold by Small Merchant. 


Investigation showed that sugar 
was sold by small merchants to mak- 
ers of mountain dew. Tracing these 
sales revenue officers located and seiz- 
ed several moonshine outfits and along 
with it came an aggregate of about 
10,000 pounds of sugar. 

The major portion of this wa sseized 
from one merchant in Dawsonville, that 
seizure itself leading to further inves- 
tigation in the neighborhood because 
of the fact that so heavy a stock and 
the big sales made by the merchant 
were out of proportion to the class of 
business he was doing. 

It was found that after he had dis- 
posed ‘of one very large shipment, 
with reason to believe he had knowl- 
edge of the use being made of it, a 
Greenville firm sold him immediately 
thereafter an additional lot of 15,000 
pounds. The disposal of this new con- 
signment is now being investigated by 
the government officials.

Only, Five Acquitted—Out- | 


wardly the Negroes Hang- 
ed Were Stoical — They 
Displayed Neither Brav- 
ado Nor Fear. 


San ‘Antonio, Texas, December 11.—A 
trampled clearing in a lonely mes- 
quite thicket on the big government 
reservation here, except for the ashes 
of two huge bonfires, showed no signs 
tonight that it was the execution place 
of thirteen negro soldiers of the Twen- 
ty-fourth infantry today. The negroes, 
convicted of participating in the riots 
at Houston, Texas, August 23, last, 
were hanged at 7:17 o’clock, one min- 
ute before sunrise. 

After dark last night motor trucks 
carried the lumber for the scaffolds 
and a company of engineers to the 
clearing. The scaffolds were built by 
fire light. Motor trucks shortly after 5 
o'clock this morning carried the con- 
demned negroes* from the barracks, 
where they spent their last night, and 
the officers and military guard to the 
place of execution. The trucks later 
carried the bodies to a place as indis- 
tinguishable „as the execution site, 
where the burial took place and then 
they hauled back to Fort Sam Hous- 
ton,every piece of timber used in the 
scaffold so that the site was clear, be- 
fore formal announcement of the exe- 
cutions had been issued by the south- 
ern department headquarters. 

All Were Stoical. ' 

The condemned negroes had known 
of their fate since Sunday. ‘Twelve of 
them sought spiritual counsel of army 
. M. C. A. workers. The thirteenth, 
whose name has not been disclosed, 
gave no inkling that he knew. Out- 
wardly all were stoical. They did not 
know the date of the execution, but last 
night they were taken from the cav- 


‘chaplain offered prayer. 


silently and no sound was heard in the 
camp, where nearly forty thousand 
men were sleeping, except the purring 
of the army truck motors awaiting 
their loads. The negroes, dressed in 
their regular-uniforms.as carefully as 
for inspection. ' 

They displayed neither bravado nor 
fear. They rode to the execution sing- 
ing a hymn,. but the singing was as 
that of soldiers on the march. Ar- 
rived at the clearing the song ceased, 
the men, shackled, were helped from 
the trucks to the scaffolds and seated 
on chairs. A low “good-bye, boys,” 
addressed to members of the mili- 
tary guard who: had been in charge of 
the negroes’ since they were brought 
here from Fort’ Bliss, was the only 
expression from any of the negroes. 

Dropped Nine Feet te Death. 

The men’s feet were bound. An army 
An officer 
called, “Attention!” and as on parade, 
the negroes stood erect. They stood 
quietly while caps and nooses were ad- 
justed and then stepped on the traps. 
The major in charge of the execution 
gave a signal and soldiers sprung the 
traps. ‘Phe negroes plunged nine feet 
to instant death. 

No announcement has been made 
when the forty-one negro defendants 
given life sentences by the court- 
martial will be taken to Fort Leaven- 
worth. 

Of the others, four were. sentenced 
to dishonorable discharge from the 
army, forfeiture of all pay and allow- 
ances due and prison terms of two 
years and two years and six months. 
Five were acquitted and sent to join 
their commands. 

In spite of the executions and an- 
nouncement of the other sentences to- 
day, the riot at Houston is not a closed 
incident. Investigation is still in 
progress and it is expected additional 
court-martial will follow. 

Even after the execution and the 
return of the guard to camp, news of 
what had occurred did not “spread 
through the camp or through the city 
until announced by newspapers. It 
created some demonstration among ne- 
groes who had followed the progress 
of the trial in the nature of “mourn- 
ings” at a few negro churches.

Income Tax Seems Just. 

The income tax seems to be just and 
reasonable and imposes only moderate 
burdens upon wealth. This law will 
probably endure, modified from time 
to time to meet altered conditions. 

“On the other hand, the war taxes 
are large, but it is right that every- 
body should bear his full share of the 
burdens of this war; and this law, in- 
herently as well as when compared 
with similar laws of other nations, ap- 
pears to impose only a fair share of 
this unusual burden upon the most for- 
tunate and those most able to pay. 
These taxes, therefore, when combined, 
though large, are reasonable, and 
should be cheerfully borne and not 
complained of, except to correct such 
inequalities as may be discovered in 
the practical operation of the laws. 

‘With the majority of tax payers, I 
do not believe it is the amount to be 
paid that is objected to, but the feeling 
that they are paying more than their 
fair share, or that public funds are 
being unwisely spent. It seems to me, 
therefore, that we should be more con- 
cerned in securing equality of treat- 
ment and wise expenditure, than in 
withholding revenue reasonably nec- 
essary for public needs, or in devising

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Concord, N. C., December 11.—Evi- 
dence in the case of Gaston B. Means, 
charged with the murder of Mrs. 


Maude A. King, was almost completed 


when Cabarrus county court adjourned 
tonight at the end of the sixteenth 
day of the trial. The defense has rest- 
ed its case with the right to call two 
witnesses who could not be on hand to- 
day and the state had noly a few more 
witnesses in rebuttal. 

Mre. Julie P .Means, wife of the de- 
fendant, and Captain W. A. Jones, pis- 
tol expert of the New York city po- 
lice department, were the principal 
witnesses today. The former appeared 
for the defense and demonstrated to 
the jury how she could inflict upon 
herself a wound similar to that which 
caused Mrs. King’s death. 

Mrs. Julie P. Means, wife of the de- 
Was a little child, some 5 years 
old, she had known Mrs. King, and dur- 
ing the last several years had been in 
contact with her almost constantly. 

She told of having signed a note 
Jointly with her husband for a loan 
of $25,000 made the defendant by Mrs. 
King. Her husband desired her to sign 
the note so that in the event of his 
incompetency, Mrs. King could collect 
the money. 

Mrs. Means Very Calm. 

Mrs. Means, during the direct exami- 
nation, appeared remarkably calm and 
perfectly at ease. Her answers to ques- 
tions were clear-cut and straight-for- 
ward. Her face bore evidence of seri- 
ousness such as never was shown by 
the defendant while he was on the 
stand. Now and then, when she caught 
the eye of her husband, a slight smile 


flitted across her countenance. She 
wore a blue skirt, white shirtwaist and 
street hat. 

Mrs. Means testified that she never 
observed any evidence that her husband 
sought to restrain Mrs. King’s liberty 
or dominate her. 


Mrs. Means Scores Point. 
Mrs. Means scored a strong point fer 
the defense, in the estimation of ob- 
servers, when she stood up and demon- 


strated before the jury that.she could, 
with apparent ease, hold a 25-caliber 
automatic pistol in either the regular 
or the reverse position in her left 
hand, turning her face over her right 
shoulder, and fire a bullet 
back of her head at such an angle as 
to take approximately the same range 
King’s head 
shown. Mrs. Means said she weighs 
157 pounds, though she is very low. 
She said Mrs. King was somewhat 
stouter. But one or two questions 
were asked on cross-examination. 

Dr. M. D. Ewell, of Chicago, qualified 
as an expert in surgery and declared 
that in his opinion, “without any ques- 
tion,” the pistol which made the wound 
and killed Mrs. King might have been 
accidentally fired by Mrs. King. 


Fired Pistol in Court. 


Captain Jones testified for the state 
and gave it as his opinion that it 
would have been physically impossible 
for a person to self-inflict a wound 
such as killed Mrs. Kirtg. 

Over vigorous protest and an excep- 
tion to the court’s ruling by the de- 
fense, Captain Jones was allowed to 
fire in court the pistol with which 
Mrs. King was shot to demonstrate to 
the jury that the firing of the gun 
left no smoke “smudge” on the hands 
such as the defense claimed was found 
on Mrs. King’s hand. The officer de- 
tailed various experiments he had con- 
ducted in firing a pistol at animal skin, 
hair and into a calf's head. When held 
as close as six inches to the calf’s 
head the pistol discharged burned the 
hair and powder stains were visible 
when the revolver was fired at a dis- 
tance as great as sixteen inches,

MARCH ON THE CAPITOL 


To Urge Federal Amendment. 
49th Suffrage Convention 
Meets in Washington. 


Washington, December 11.—Four 
hundred women, gathered here for the 
forty-ninth annual convention of the 
National American Woman Suffrage as- 
sociation, will march on the capitol to- 
morrow to present arguments to their 
state congressional delegations in fa- 
vor of the passage of the federal suf- 
frage amendment reported today by 
the house Judiciary committee with- 
out recommendation. 

Senators from each will receive 
women from their states in their of- 
fices, it was announced, and all the 
members of the house have been in- 


vited to attend their respective state 
hearings. The hearings were dis- 
cussed today at the congressional con- 
ference of the suffrage association. 

The executive council, it was learned 
today, probably will recommend to the 
convention, which begins formally to- 
morrow, that if the suffrage amend- 
ment is defeated at this session, the as- 
sociation enters the congressional elec- 
tion next year in an effort to elect 
enough members favorable to suffrage 
to insure passage of the amendment.

The times require that every 
branch of our great national effort 
shall be loyally upheld and it is pe- 
ouliarly fitting that at Christmas sea- 
son the Red Cross should be the branch 
through which your willingness to help 
is expressed. 

“You should join the American Red 
Cross, because it alone can carry the 
pledges of Christmas good will to 
those who are bearing for us the real 
burdens of the world war both tn our 
army and navy and in the natien's 
upon whose territory the issue of the 
world war are being fought out. Your 
evidence of faith in this work is neces- 
sary for their heartening and cheer.

While a settlement is being effected 
the potatoes are out of the market, 
transportation is delayed by failure 
to unload and sometimes the food de- 
teriorates. 

Investigators. of the federal trade 
commission left here tonight f va- 
rious sections of the country be- 
gin an inquiry. 

Destinations of various agents were 
kept a secret and nothing concerning 
their activities will be made public un- 
til the commission issues subpoenas 
for suspected persons. Alleged offen- 
ders will be haled summarily before the 
commission, an unprecedented step, and 
ordered to stop any improper prac- 
tices.

This latter class is composed of 
dyed-in-the-wool hoboes and includes 
derelicts and delinquents of all sorts— 
yeggmen, pickpockets, hold-up men 
and plain bums. These are the men the 
police are especially anxious to get be- 
hind the bars and for whom they will 
search most eagerly. However, the po- 
lice say that there are not so many 
of these in town now that the city is 
“bone dry” as were to be found in for- 
mer years, when the saloons offered 
comfortable places in which they could 
loiter and plan their misdeeds. 

Allen Makes Statement. 

Ivan E. Allen, president of the At- 
| lanta Chamber of Comemrce, in discus- 
‘sing the slacker situation Tuesday, 
‘ said: : 
| “There would be more workers in 
‘industrial plants, fewer labor slackers 
and less crime if the vagrant laws 

were rigidly enforced. 

“Recently the reading public has no- 
ticed a marked increase in the number 
of hold-ups, purse snatching and other 
crimes of that sort.

It has been notice At- 
lanta a number of times after K peri- 
odical increase in the number of va- 
grants on the streets that there was 
Almost always a marked increase in 
‘crime, particularly hold-ups and purse 
'snatchings. It has been noticed in 
‘nearly every such case tnat there was 
a shortage of labor at the same time. 

“Furthermore it has nearly always 
happened that a rigid enforcement of 
the. vagrant law has cured these 
‘troubles. The idle vagrants have gone 
to work, crime has practically ceased 
and industrial plants have been able 
to go ahead with a full force of work- 
ers.

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Men Needed by Plants. 


“Yesterday in a group of business 
‘men, most of whom are employers of 
labor, every one present indicated 
great difficulty in getting enough men 
to keep his plant busy at full ca- 
pacity. This is true, notwithstanding 
the fact that high wages are offered. 
One of the employers said that he was 
giving a bonus for workers who con- 
tinued on the job for a full week at a 
time.

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Opposing Webb Export Mes- 
ure, Senator Urges Training 
of Boys for Coast Defense. 


Washington, December 11.— Warning 
that the United States must prepare to 
assume further burdens to win the war 
was given today in the senate by Sen- 
ator Reed in vigorously opposing as a 


trust scheme the Webb export combi- 
nation bill, which President Wilson re- 
cently urged congress to enact. 
Declaring that congress should con- 
centrate upon great war problems, the 
Missouri senator said that with Rus- 
sia out of the war and Rumania also 
“gone,” the enemy numerically is su- 
perior in man-power. i 
Although an opponent of army con- 
scription, Senator Reed predicted that 
new draft levies probably would be 
necessary and urged military training 
for youths between 18 and 21 for coast 
defense work. Invasion of America, he 
asserted was not beyond the realms of 
impossibilities should other allied pow- 
ers fall beside Russia, Rumania and 


rbia. 

The Webb bill was denounced by Sen- 
ator Reed as destructive of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law at the behest of 
trusts and monopolies, and a proposed 
legalizing of illegal combinations which 
would encroach on consumers abroad, 
and increase domestic prices. 

“It repeals,” he said, “every vestige 
of that system of anti-trust statutes 
built up during 28 years by the fed- 
eral government so far as the same 
apply to commerce with foreign pow- 
ers. It is intended to directly legalize 
the creation of combinations and trusts 
to control every foreign market in 
whieh the American citizen may seek 
to sell his goods. Indirectly it will 
enable the same combinations to con- 
trol the domestic markets, because a 
control of the price of the surplus that 
goes abroad to find a market controls 
the price of the home product. . 

“This legislation has the enthusfastic 
support of the allied trusts of the 
United States, together with their 
servants, agents, employees and sym- 
pathizers. It will be supported by 
every newspaper that believes in the 
control of big business. 

“The second outstanding fact is that 
this system of laws, which had for 
their purpose the preservation of free 
and open markets for the American 
people and which were commonly 
known as the trust statutes, which 
were originally passed by the repub- 
lican party on the second day of July, 
1889, and during the intervening years 
have been frequently amended and la- 
boriously construed until they have be- 
come a great code of virile laws be- 
hind which honest business can take 
refugee, are now sought to be dis- 
emboweled during a democratic admin- 
istration and at a time when the clouds 
and anxieties of war have distracted 
the attention of the country from any 
legislation except that pertaining to 
the pending conflict.” 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, also op- 
posed the bill as a virtual repeal of 
foreign trade combination provisions 
of the Sherman law.

OF TRENCH LIGHTS 


Atlanta’s Boy Scouts have been press- 
ed into a wide variety of services for 
the city and country, but they have 
just finished the strangest job they 
ever tackled. They have been work- 
ing to prevent soldiers in the French 
trenches from eating tallow candles. 

you beat it? 

A. A. Jameson, scoutmaster, says the 
boys have ‘been making trench lights, 
but he adds that the soldiers cannot 
eat these lights, but they can and some- 
times do eat tallow candles when they 
get a distance away from their base 
of supplies during an advance. 

There are 27 troops of Boy Scouts 
in the city and each troop undertook 
to make a. barrel of trench candles 
at the request of Mrs. W. S. Byck, who 
is chairman of the trench light de- 
artment of the National League for 

27 Service. The work has been 
finished and the lights will be shipped 
to France as soon as they can be 
acked. 
7 Trench lights are made by tightly 
rolling ten layers of old newspapers 
into a cylinder of about the diameter 
of the averdge candle. This roll is 
then boiled in paraffin for about twen- 
ty minutes, dried and cut into lengths 
of two and one-half inches each. Scout- 
master Jameson says that one of these 
trench lights will burn with a great 
heat for about twenty minutes and 
three of them are usually sufficient 
to cook a meal for a soldier. The 
boys have been enthusiastic over the 
job and one of them, J. Martin, of 
Troop 3, made 1,830 trench lights as 
his share of the work.

Dr. T. S. McCallie Tells 

5 5 Work Being Done in Chat- 

_ tanooga to Protect Sol- 
diers. 


The city courts in Chattanooga are 
imposing sentences of $50 fine and 
“internment for the period of the war 
on all immoral women caught in the 
campaign to eliminate vice conditions 
in that city following the establish- 
ment of Fort Oglethorpe training camp. 

This statement was made by Dr. T. 
8. McCallie, of Central Presbyterian 
church, of Chattanooga, at the after- 
moon session of the war work council 
of the Southern Presbyterian church, 
held in Central Presbyterian Tuesday 
afternoon. te 

This meeting was the final session of 
the conference. Plans were perfected 
By which the Southern Presbyterians 
will stage a campaign to raise the sum 
of $100,000 for the financing of their 
work amongst the soldiers when they 
are on leave from the different camps. 

The plans call for the appointment 
of a keyman in each of the synods of 
the church, each man to be respon- 
sible for the campaign in his own synod. 
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It was especially urged that these key- 
men use the telephones, both local and 
long-distance, and the telegraph freely 
in their work, it being felt that too 
much economy in this line frequently 
resulted in the loss of many subscrip- 
tions. The time in which this sum is 
to be raised is not long, the campaign 
ending on January 1, although 
books will be kept open for the re- 
ceipt of belated subscriptions until Feb- 
ruary 1. 
Paid in Five Installments. 
A system of signed cards, calling for 


a stated sum to be paid in five monthly 
installments, will be used. All funds 
collected will be sent to A. N. Sharp, 
treasurer, at 1522 Hurt building, At- 
lanta, and envelopes should be plainly 
marked “War Work Fund.” 

The afternoon session was presided 
over by Dr. James I. Vance, of Nash- 
ville, chairman of the Southern Pres- 
byterian War Work Council.

„ A. had met in finding men for their 
work was in securing men of large 
enough caliber He said that they had 
many splendid men who had come from 
the ranks of the Presbyterian ministers 
and added that they wanted many 
more. He urged the church to let its 
best ministers go for the period of the 
war to this work. 

He told of conditions in a spiritual 
Way amongst the men in the camps and 
said that at this time the question of 
creeds must be sunk in the larger 

uestion of the personal message of 

e Gospel. 

“A man told me that he did not be- 
lieve our creed,” he said. “I told him 
9 go ahead and write out a creed and 
I'd sign it. I don’t care what creed we 
follow at this time so that we bring 
the word of Christ to the hundreds of 
men in the camps who have never heard 
the name ‘God’ in their lives.” 


Pays Tribute to Men. 


| Dr. Alexander rendered a splendid 
tribute to the ‘men from Christian 
homes and said that it was an uner- 
pected revelation to find out what an 
influence and a hold the church had 
upon so many of the young men of this | 
generation. 

A resolution was adopted urging that | 
the different sessions encourage their 
pastors to engage in work amongst the | 
men in the camps at this time. | 

Dr. McCallie, of Chattanooga, spoke 
of the three battles which had been 
waged on Lookout Mountain. He said 
that the first, over fifty years ago, 
had been the smallest and had had the 
fewest casualties. The second came in 
1898 when 70,000 troops, enlisted for 


the Spanish-American war, had camped | 


there. At that time, he said, the city 
had winked at all forms of vice and 
drunkenness that ran rampant in order 
to make money on the soldiers. 

The battle of today, he said, is al- 
ready won by the church. There have 
been a few casualties, but very few. 
Liquor is so hard to get in Chatta- 
nooga now, he stated, that the last 
drunken soldier he saw, some weeks 
ago, was drunk on yellow shoe polish. 
Dr. McCallie then made the statement 
in regard to sentences imposed upon 
immoral women. He said that they 
were incercerating the women in the 
workhouse and jail. 

A glowing tribute to the character 
of the men in the regular army forces 


camped at Oglethorpe concluded his 


remarks. He said that the average of 
character was higher in the regular 
army than amongst civilians and that 
almost invariably the men were polite 
courteous, good citizens. :

Partial Relief for Shortage 
Here Provided by the Food 
Administration. 


The Georgia food administration re- 
ceived a telegram Tuesday from Fed- 
eral Food Administrator Herbert C. 
Hoover, promising temporary relief 
from the sugar shortage for Georgia, 
and authorizing the movement of. ten 
carloads of sugar for Georgia from New 
Orleans. This telegram came in re- 
sponse to the request of Secretary D. F. 
McClatchey, of the food administration, 
for fifty cars of sugar for Georgia. 
Mr. Hoover stated that in addition to 
the ten cars which would be allowed 
Georgia at once, limited amounts of 
raw sugar will be sent to Savannah for 


refinement, and from this point will be 
distributed over the state. . 

The Georgia food administration does’ 
not anticipate that sugar will be plen- 
tiful.in Atlanta or the state before Jan- 
uary 1, but should the immediate relief 
not be sufficient, further efforts will 
be made to secure more sugar, Secre- 
tary McClatchey stated. 

The Georgia food administration has 
asked for the release of 200 cars of salt 
at Weeks, La, for Georgia, to relieve 
the shortage due to recent non-move- 
ment of salt to this state.

Men who grew weary in the early 
days after an hour or so of marching 
on the drill fields now romp through 
hikes of from nine to fourteen miles 
and frisk about like colts when they 
finally are dismissed at their bar- 
racks. Instruction in bayonet fighting, 
begun in a small way, has spread from 
one end of the camp to the other. Bomb 
and hand grenade throwing which had 
its start in a small way, has progress- 
ed likewise. The men have long since 
learned to handle their rifies. When a 
company is on the march now the 
rifles are all in perfect alignment The 
actual shooting began several days 
ago. : 
Artillerymen and members. of the 
machine gun companies are already 
hearing their pieces roar, and the men 
have mastered the details of their 
weapons. The artillerymen have been 
drilling for weeks. They know their 
stations and they romp through the 
drills with a speed. 

The engineers have deen construct- 
ing and demolishing them until they 
attained a high state of efficiency. And 
so it goes down the entire line of ac- 
tivity. On every hand are found pro- 


jficlency and intelligent application. It 


is not far-fetched to say that anyone 
of the units in camp today is far and 
away a better organization than the 
average national guara outfit before 
the war. 

Ge “Over the Top.” 

Trench construction has gone ahead 
rapidly. Expert instuctors have been 
working for weeks laying down the 
latest and most approved methods. The 
men who believed a trench was simply 
a deep ditch have had their eyes open- 
ed. Their training in going “over the 
top“ is as inspiring as it 1s interesting. 
The men seem to generate a spirit of 
conflict. They crouch in the trenches 
awaiting the command. 

Once they receive the word they 
swarm over and charge yelling /like 
fiends. The yell is not an affectation. 
It gets into their blood. So realistic 
has their instruction been that the 
actual going over will mean but the 


added trifles of exploding shells and 


death-dealing bullets. They have yet 
to spend any number of hours in the 
trenches. That will come later, as will 
the going over under a protective cur- 
tain gf fire. 

The men are now thoroughly aroused 
and firmly in the grip of the work. 
They are eager to get to France and 
fall easy prey for all manners of wild

| CAMP GORDON SOLDIERS 


GUING “OVER THE TOP” 


Liberally Practicing the Game 
of War as It Is Played on 
French Front. 


— 


Going “over the top” is the most 
recent inauguration of the advanced 
war training program now in force at 
Camp Gordon, and soldiers of the 
Eighty-second division are doing just 
what the term implies. 

During the past few days a series of 
walls, entanglements, wooden trench 
frames and other similar obstacles for 
the human feet and body have been 
erected on the reservation, and soldiers 
of the 238th Infantry regiment now de- 
vote about an hour each day tò learn- 
ing to surmount them. * 

As distinctive a touch of the real 
trenches as possible is given the train- 
ing, and the men are given to under- 
stand in the beginning that the dash 
“over the top” is to cover the interven- 
ing distance from their own trenches 
to those of the enemy and back again 
according to necessity. 

Starting on the difficult rush, the 
soldier first is taught to leap over a 
low, wooden hurdle that represents a 
barbed-wire entanglement. He then 
leaps the second entanglement, which 
is considerably higher than the one 
preceding it. 

The next step in the rush is the sur- 
mounting of a bare wooden wall about 
eight feet in height. Here the onrush- 
ing troops divide themselves into pairs, 
and one helps the other to the top of 
the wall and is tn turn pulled alongside 
his companion. After the wall comes 
a series of zig-zag wooden frames that 
represent trenches, and the men are 
taught to leap boldly into them and 
follow them to the end. 

While the training is practically new 
to the reservation, soldiers of the di- 
vision are rapidly becoming proficient 
in the rushing game. As yet they are 
not equipped with their rifles when 
they “go over the top,” but in a short 
time, the officers state, they will be 
carrying with them these rather use- 
ful articles. 


Trenches to Duplicate 
The Exact System Used 
On French Battle Fronts 


The system of trenches now being 
dug at Camp Gordon by four com- 
panies of engineers of the Eighty-sec- 
ond division will be an exact duplicate 
of the hundreds of trench systems be- 
ing constructed by soldiers on Euro- 
according to Cap- 
Andre Rostand, French expert, 


who is supervising the work on the 


training | reservation. 


When the long lines are completely 


| finished there will be dugouts, ap- 
‘proach and communication 
bomb proofs and, in short,, a miniature 


trenches, 


French battlefield will be shown when 
the comprehensive trench digging in- 
struction ends. 

Then it is probable that a number 

of infantry companies will take’ turns 
in living in the earthen structures in 
order to harden them to the conditions 
that will prevail in the trenches “over 
there.” The system is to be 700 yards 
long and is built to accommodate a 
battalion of infantrymen. 
The periods of trench habitation for 
the Gordon soldiers have not yet been 
determined by officials of the division, 
but it is certain that the men will eat 
in them, cook in them and get a vivid 
impression of real soldier life in the 
trenches.

FOOD PURCHASE BOARD 
FOR THE ALLIED ARMIES 


Washington, December 11.—Creation 
of a general food purchase board to 
co-ordinate the buying of foodstuffs 
for the army and navy and for the al- 
lied governments was announced to- 
night by Food Administrator Hoover, 


Members of the rd were named by 
Mr. Hoover with the approval of the 
secretaries of war and navy. They 
are: 

Paymaster General Samuel McGow- 
an, of the navy, chairman; Major Gen- 
eral Henry G. Sharpe, quartermaster 
general of the army; W. V. S. Thorn, 
chief of the food administration’s divi- 
sion of co-ordination of purchases, and 
representative of allied purchasers, and 
F. J. Scott, of the federal trade com- 
mission.» 

“The functions of the board,” said 
Mr. Hoover tonight, “are far-reaching. 
The plan is 80 to co-ordinate the pur- 
chasing as to place it strictly om an 
official basis and to disturb as little 
as possible market conditions,” 

At its first meeting today the board 
drew up the following principles of 
organization: 

“The demand for certain food com- 
modities by the army, navy, neutrals, 
allies and civil population ig greater 
than the supply of such commodities. 

“One of the fundamental purposes of 
the food administration is to protect 
these groups from exorbitant prices. 

“It is considered that it is“ vital to 
the general welfare that these large 
purchases in certain commodities shall 
be made plans of allotation among 
sellers at fair and just prices. The fed- 
eral trade commission's efforts are to 
be directed to see that cost statements

R. B. Barfield, who shot and killed 
Demus L. strong here last Sunday, was 
this evening indicted by the Bibb 
county grand jury on three counts— 
murder, carrying concealed weapons 
and gaming.

Strong is remembered as the man 
who shot and killed “Chicken” Smith, 
a printer, about ten years ago, for 
which he served one year of a ten 
years’ sentence, being paroled by 
former Governor Brown. Since then 
Strong had been working in a clothing 
store and lately had gone into busi- 
ness for himself, but his friends say 
he had been living a wild life for sev- 
eral months, drinking heavily and 
gambling. The quarrel which led to 
his death developed over the owner- 
ship of a pint of whisky.
